Extracts from final address at the meeting of Comuanderz of the Navy 
in Weimar on Friday 17th December 1943, 


I am a firm adherent of the idea of ideologic:1 education. For what is it 
in the main? Doing his duty is a matter of course for the soldier, But the 
whole importance, the whole weight of duty done, are only present when the heart 
and spiritual conviction have a voice in the matter, The result of duty done is 
then quite different to what it would be if I only carried out my task literally, 
obediently and faithfully. It is therefore necessary for the soldier to support 
the execution of his duty with all his mental, all his spiritual energy, and t 
for this his conviction, his idcolosy, are indispensable, It is therefore 
necessary for us to train the soldier unifomly, comprehensively, that he may 
be adjusted ideologically to our Germany. Every dualism, every dissension in 
this connection, or every divcrgence, or unpreparedness, iuply 2 weakness in 
all circuistances, He in whom this grows and thrives in unison is superior to 
the other. Then indeed the vholc importance, the whole weight of his convic- 
tion comes into play. It is also nonsense to say, perhaps, that the soldier 
or the officer must have no politics, The soldier embodies the state in which 
he lives, he is the representative, the articulate exponint of this State, 

He must therefore stand with his whole weight behind this State, 


We must travel this road from our decpest conviction. The Russisn travels 
along it. We can only maintain ourselves in this war if we take part in it 
with holy zeal, with all our fanaticism.

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EXTRACTS FROM OFFICIAL FOREIGN OFFICE REPORT CONCERNING GERMAN ATTACKS 


ON MERCHNT SHIPPING, SEPTEJBER 3, 1939 to SEPTE;mER 1940. 


After twelve months of the war, it may be convenient to review the 
course of the warfare on the sea, in so far as it affects merchant 
shipping, both Jllied and Neutral, o e . e o ‘The conclusion to which 
(this parer) inevitably tends, is that there is perhaps no field of 
warfare in which British and German methods have been shown up in greater 
contraste 


During the first twelve months of the war, 2,081,062 tons of allied 
(') shipping comprising 508 ships have been lost by enemy actions, In 
addition, 769,213 tons of neutral shipping, comprising 253 ships, have 
also been lost, Nearly all these merchant ships have been sunk by 
submarine, mine, aircraft or surface craft, and the great majority of 
them sunk while engaged on their lawful trading; occasionse 2,836 «allied 
merchant seamcn have lost their lives in these ships, 


In the last war the practice of the central powers was so remote from the 
recognised procedure that it was thought necessary to set forth once again 
the rules of warfare in particular as applied to submarines. This was done 
in the Treaty of London 1930, and in 1936 Germany acceded to these rules, 
The rules laid down :- 


(1) "In action with regard to merchant ships, submarines must 
conform to the rules of international law to which surface 
vessels are subjected". 

"In particular, except in the case of persistent refusal 

to stop on being summoned, or of active resistance to visit 

end search, a war shi», whether surface vessel or submarine, 

may not sink or render incapable of navigation a merchant 

vesscl without having first placed passengers, crew and ships 
papers in a place of safety. For this purpose the ships boats 
are not regarded as a place of safety unless the safety of 

the passengers and crew is assured in the existing sea and 

weather conditions, by the proximity of land, or the presence 

of another vessel which is in a position to take them on board", 


at the beginning of the present war, Germany issucá a Prize Ordinance for 
the regulation of sca warfare, and the guidance of her navel officers, 
article 74. of this ordinance embodies the submarino rules of the London 
Treaty. article 72 however, provides that captured enemy vessels may 

be destroyed if it 86008 inexpedient or unsafe to bring them into port, 
end article 75 (i) (ii) makes the same provision with regard to neutral 
vessels which are captured for sailing under enemy convoy, for forcible 
resistances: or for giving assistance to the GNChye These provisions are 
corteinly not in accordance with tho tratitional British view but the 
important point is that, even in these cases, the Prize Ordinance cnvisages 
the capture of the merchantman before its destruction. In other words 

if the Germans adhered to the rules set out in thcir own Prize Ordinance, 
we havc argued the rather fine legal point with them, but we should have 
no quarrel with them, either on thc bronder leral issue or on the 
humanitarian one. In the event however, it is only too clear that almost 
from the beginning of the war the Germans abandoned their own principles 
end waged war with steadily increasing disrcgard for international low, 
and for what is, after all, the ultimate sanction of all law: the 
protection of human life and property from arbitary and ruthless attacks, 


Jt will perhaps now be convenient to examine Corman attacks under various 
headings. 
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À = On Neutrals. 


Records here are necessarily scanty ond incomplete. 4lthourh 253 
neutrals were sunk, sufficient facts are known in less than half that 
number of cases to enable an opinion to be formed as to the lerality or 
otherwise of the attack, However it will be pretty safc to assume that 
nearly all the sinkings after the first mont of the war were illegal, 
except for those which occurred in British convoys, and which total five 
for the whole year. at any rete, it is possible to say that a "prima 
facie" case of illegality might be made out in at least fifty cases of 
attacks by submarines and in some twenty cases of attacks by aircraft, 

As regards mining, it is known that seventy-nins noutrui ships have been 
sunk by this means, Here the evidence is necessarziy cvon more incomplete 
that in the case of sinkings by subinrine, because in the nature of things 
it is usually impossible to prove where a mine acs explode, wicther it was 
British or German. The great majority of neutral ships which were mined 
were sunk in the main highways of British irnae, and close to places where 
British ships either had been or were to be sunk, It Goss nct, therefore, 
seem likcly that the mines which sunk them were British, 


During the first month of the war German submarines stopped a certain 
number of neutrals, mostly in the Baltic or its approachcs, ond sank them 
after duc warning and with some provision for the safety of the crewse 
Such sinkings were those of the Swedish ships "Nyland" and "Silesis", the 
Finnish "artti Ragnar" and "Walma" and Norwegian "Jern" etc, Although 
certainly illegal according to the British view, these sinkings might be 
justified òn the basis of the German Prize Ordinance; they do not 
however, amount to a dozen in all, 


On the 30th. September 1939, came the first sinking of a neutral ship by 

a submarine without warning and with loss of life. This was the Danish 
ship "Vendia" bound for the Clyde in ballast. The submarine fired two 
shots and shortly efter torpedoed the ship. The torpedo was fired when 
the master had already signalled that he would submit to the submarines 
orders and before there had been an opportunity to abandon ship. By 
November submarines were beginning to sink neutral vessels without warning 
as a regular thing. On the 12th. November the Norwegian "Arne Kjode" 

was torpedoed in the North Sea without any warning at all. This was a 
tanker bound from one nevtral port to another. The masto* and four of the 
crew lost their lives and the remainder were picked up after many hours 

in open boats. Henceforward, in addition to the failure to establish 

the nature of the cargo, another element is noticeable, namely an 
increasing recklessnes as to the fate of the crewe 


B - On allied ;ierchont Vessels. 
(1) Submarine and Surface Craft :- It is necessary to bear in mind 
the difference between the German and British views of the lcgality of 
destruction after capture when reckoning up the total number of illegal 
sinkingss In a certain number of early cases the German commander allowed 
the crew of the merchant vessel to get clear, and even made some provision 
for them before he destroyed the vessel. Such destruction was in 
accordance with Article 72 of the Prize Ordinance, and, therefore, for 
the purpose of this paper, the Germans have been given the benefit of 
the doubt in such cases e e ㅇㅇ e The following are the figures on 
record :-

By the middle of October submarines were sinking merchant vessels 
without any regard to the safety of the crews. Yet four montas later

EXTRACTS FROL OFFICIAL FOREIGN OFFICE REPORT CONCERNING GERLAN 
ATTACKS ON HERCILNT SHIPPING, SEPT. 1. 1940 TO FEB. 28.1941. 


On the 30th January, 1941, Hitler proolained that "every ship, with or 
without convoy, which appears before our torpedo tubes is going to be torpedoed", 
On the face of it, this aanouncenent appears to be unscmpro.ising; and the only 
qualification provided by the context is that the threats imediately preceding 
it are specifically addressed to the peoples of the American Continent. Geran 
commentators, however, subsequently tried to water it down by contending that 
Hitler was referring only to ships which atterpted to enter the area within 
which the German "total blockade" is alleged to be in force. 


Fron one point of view it probably matters little what exactly was Hitler's 
meaning, since the only conclusion that can be reached after a study of the facts 
of eneiiy warfare on merchant shipping is that ene. action in this field is never 
linited by the principles which are proclained by enemy spokesmen, but solely by 
the opportunities (or lack of thea) which exist at any given time. Thus, as a 
previous paper on this subject has shown, the Germans, in utter disregard not only 
of international law but also of their own rules as set out in their Prize Ordinance 
were rejularly sinking iaerchant shipping, neutral as well as Allied, in the waters 
round Britain for at least ten months before the proclaaation of their "total 
blockade", . Equally, as will be seen frau this paper, now that the "total 
blockade" has been proclained, they habitually make illegal attacks on ships out- 
side as well as inside its area. 


The effect of the Geruan "total blockade" is to prohibit neutral ships frou 
entering an enornious stretch of sea round Britain (the area extends to about 500 
miles west of Ireland, and fron the latitude of Bordeaux to that of the Faroe 
Islands), upon pain of having their ships sunk without warning and their crews 
killed. .s a matter of fact, at least thirty-two neutral ships, exclusive of 
those sailing in British convoys have been sunk by eneny action since the 
declaration of the "total blockade". Details are not available in ost cases, 
but there can be little doubt that the majority of these attacks were carried out 
without warning, and the death-roll is knowm to be several hundreds. Thus, apart 
fraa the effect on neutral trade; the German blockade inflicts upon neutral 
subjects a wholly disproportionate anount of sutfering. 


Even if the “total blockade" were in itself a justifiable measure, the 
Germans use wholly illegal means in carrying it out, The Geran proclamation says 
nothing about sinking merchant ships without warning. Yet, though information is 
lacking in very many cases, details are available to prove that, during the period 
under review, at least thirty-oirnt 4lliod merchant ships, exclusive of those in 
convoys have been torpedoed without warning in or near the "total blockade" area, 


That the Germans theiselves have nc exaggerated rerard for the area is proved 
by the fact that of the thirty-eight ships referred to at least sixteen wore 
torpedoed outside the limits of the war--zonc. 1 


The development of enemy tactics in the war on shipping is a theme outside 
the scope of this paper, but two aspects of the matter inay perhaps be mentioned, 
The first is the increase in the proportion of torpedo attacks without warning to 
gun-fire attacks by subiarines on the surface, "hercas for the first twelve months 
the ratio was rather under 2:1, for the last six months it is approxiaately 8:1, 
Whatever iay be the factors which contribute to this increase, the result must be 
that in many more cases the last shreds of lesitimacy are torn fron enemy submarine 
attacks, Not even the Geraans can advance the excusc that they were entitled to 
sink a ship on account of her persistent refusal to stop, if she has never had a 
chance of sceing the subaarine,

The deplorable consequences of this type of warfare have been illustrated 
so often that they have almost becone a co. ionplace, It is only when people's 
Consciences are shocked by what seeris a particularly brutal attack that it is 
realised how deplorable they ere. The sinking of the "City of Benares" on the 
17th Septeuber 1940, is a good example of this. The "City of Benares" was an 
11,000-ton liner vith 191 passengers oa board, including nearly 100 children. 
She was torpedoed without warning just cutside the "war zone", with the loss of 
258 lives, including 77 children, It was blowing a gale, with hail and rain 
squalls and a very rough sea when the torpedo struck her at about 10 pez. In the 
darkness and owing to the prevailin: weather conditions; at least four of the 
twelve boats lowered were capsized. Others were swauped and many people were 
washed right out of them. In one boat alone sixteen people, including 11 children, 
died fraı exposure; in another 22 died, including 15 children, in a third 21 died. 
The point to be ciphasisod is not the unusual brutality of this attack but rather 
that such results are inevitable when a bellicerent disregards the rules of sea 
warfare as the Germans have done and are doing, Probably the camander of the 
U-boat did not know, when he fired his torpedo, that there were children on board 
the "City of Benares", It may be that he did not even know the nae of the ship, 
although there is strong evidence that he must have been dogsing her for sone 
hours before torpedoins her. What he must have known, however, was that this 
was a large merchant ship probably with civilian passengers on board, certainly 
with a crew of merchant scaıen. He knew the state of the weather » and he knew 
that they were 600 miles fraı land. et he followed thaa outside the blockade 
area and deliberately abstained fron firing his torpedo until after nightfall, 
when the chances of rescue would be enor.iously diiinished., 


There are hundreds of similar stories » Stories of voyages for days in open 
boats in „tlantie sales ; of men in the water clinging for hours to a raft and 
gradually dropping off one by one, of crews being zachine-runned as they tried to 
lower their boats or as they drifted away in then, of seamen bein: blown to pieces 
by shells and torpedoes and boubs. The eneuy must know that such things are the 
inevitable rcsult of the type of warfare he has chosen to exiploy 6 


In all, during the six uonths fra Septe.iber 1940, sone 290 „llied vessels 
have been sunk by ene.y action when not in convoy, The loss of life is 
approximately 2,500, The Führer's announcoiint that unconvoyed as well as 
convoyed ships will in future be torpedoed is therefore not exactly news. ‘The 
avowed ai; of the Genians, as announced by 4dairal Raeder on the 28th January, 1941, 
is to cut off nercilessly British iuports and Gcstroy Britain's power to live. 

The sane speaker referred to the German war on „erchant shipping as a "heroic 
struggle". 


Other Cemans, U-boat commanders and aircraft pilots have described with 
relie how they siagled cut their unsuspecting victins, carefully choosing those 
JY the largest size. 


We may be forgiven for failing to see anything very heroic in the torpedoing 
of the "City of Benares" ㅇㅇ OP Of the hundreds of other merchant vessels » fron 
she „thenia down to a Faroese fishing smack with a crew of seven. Even the 
German officers who gloat over their successes do not make such pretension to 
heroisia. One of then compared his work to that of a wolf anong a flock of sheep. 
Ihe couparison is the ene iy's, as the choice of warfare was his: and it is surely 
right that these facts should be put on record.

The gist of this talk of Admiral Docnitz's about the position, during which 
I heard his words elenrly and distinctly, was as follows; U-boat successes have 
dininished ^t the noncnt, The reason for this is the energetic use of air 
patrols by the ena y. One cannot however expect the old successes to be achieved 
again in a few months as ^ result of the development of new anti-aircraft weapons, 
Hitler personally assured hin, Docnitz, that U-bosts w uld be given priority in 
the allocation of the new anti-aircraft weapons, 


To & question by an officer with reference to an article in the "Deutsche 
Allgemeine Zoi: wa" about Ship-building in the U.S.À., Admiral Doenitz replied; 


According +: rows received fron Anericr we were bound to reckon with the

After the Sinking of a ship, every possibility sf rescue must be denied to the 
crew, through the destruction of every means of Saving life, 


I later discussed thes; remarks of Adiiral Doenitz's with the others, and all 
present unaninously and uncribigu^ously took then to mean that after the Sinking of 
a ship, all possibili ty of escape, whether in boots, on refts or by any other means, 
nust be denied to the crew oni the destruction of the crew was to be attempted by 
every means. This node of warfare was for ne as for most of my comrades Conpletely 
new. Owing to Admiral Doenitz's authoritative position, it was nevertheless fully 
and completely accepted by many of then. He sought to invalidate in advance any 
doubts which night arise, by pointing to the oir war and the bombing,

I am at present employed as a Ships Ri;zer with John Dinwocdie, 
Granton, near Edinburgh. I hove been a fisherman ania 3 
oracticolly all my days. In the month of July 1944 I was 
in the Steam Trawler “Noreen Mary" = a boat engaged in fisking on the 
west coast of Scotland and it follows from what I have said that I 
uas engaced in a neacetine occupation just as I had been enga; ‘ed in that 
occupation for many years before. I was not emjaged in combating the 
enemy, although it is the case that the "Noreen hary" carried - like all 
other fishing trawlers - a gun - in this case a "Savage Lewis", In 
addition there was one rifle on board for the purpose of exploding 
enemy mines which might happen to be in the Fairway; the vessel was not 
"wiped" E 


On the last fishing trip of tbe "Norcen Lary" (from Ayr to the 
fishing ;rounds off butt of Lewis) there were ten of a crew - the 
skipper (John Flockhart), the mate (Alexander Barnett) second fisherman 
(Alexander Mackenzie) gutter (an Englishman whose nare I f orget) chief 
engincer (William Jackson) second engineer (William Pryde) fireman

ond myself, a deck hand, 


te had on board a catch of 325 boxes of fish. 


We left Lyr at 14 hrs on 1st July 19. proceeding independently for 
the fishing grounds off the butt of Lewis. We started to trawl early 
on Monday morning 3rd July at which tame there were two other trawler: 
present. e continued to fish in the same area, with other tr awier 
joining up, until by the 5th of July there were five other trawler 
our vicinity, 


Nothing of incident occurred until 2010 hrs on the 5th July, 
whilst on watch I saw two torpedoes pass down on our port side. They 
were together between 6 and 8 feet apart, the nearest being about 10ft 
from the ship's side. Then I saw a conning tower dead astern only 
120/130 yards away, so I ran on to the bridge and called all hands. 
Tue ship's head wes swinging to the S.E, (ice, to starboard) at this 
time. 


Ey the time the crew arrived on deck the conning tower had submerged, 
and they would not believe that I had seen either the submarine or the 
torpedoes, In fact the Mate asked "That pub have you been in". 

Ue carried on fishing until 2030 hrs when we hauled in our trawl and 
shot it again at 2055 hrs. The Mate then asked another trawler

At 2140 hrs, while we were still trawling, the submarine surfaced 
on our starboard beam, about 50 yds to the NE. of us, and without 
any warning; immediately opened fire on the ship with a maching gun. 
were 18 miles Vest from Cape Wrath, on a north-westerly course (approxe, 
making 3 knots. The weather was fine and clear, sunny, with good 
visibility; the sca was smooth, with li ht airs. 
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Vhen the submarine surfaced I saw men climbing out of the conning 
tower.

SUBJECT : Treatment of Saboteurs $ 


From the notice given by 3/SKL (Naval War Staff) on February 1st 43 
it has been discovered that the competent departments of the General Staff of 
the Army, as well as those of the Air Force Operations Staff have a wrong 
conception regarding the treatment of saboteurs. A telephone enquiry at 
3/SKL proved that this Naval authority was not correctly informed either, 
In view of this situation, refcrence is made to figure 6) of the Fuchrer order 
ef October 18. 42, (Appendix to volume No, 1e KL I Ops 26 367/42 Top Secret 
of October 28. 42) according to which ell commanders and officers, who have 
neglected their duty in instructing their units about the order referring to 
treatment of saboteurs, are threatened with punishment by court martial. 


The first Fuchrer order concerning this matter of October 18, 42 
(Appendix to Volume Nos 1. SKL. 1 Ops 2106/42 Top Secret of October 27.42) 
was given the protection of Top Secret mercly because it is stated therein : 


1. That, according to the Fuchrer's views the sorcading of military 
sabotage organisations in the Hast and West may have portentous consequerces 
for our whole conduct of the war and 


£5 That the shooting of uniformed prisoners acting on military orders 
must be carried out even after they have surrendered voluntarily and asked 
for pardon. 


On the other hand, the annihilation of scbotage units in battle is 
not at all to be kept secret but on the contrary to be currently published 
in the OKW (Supreme Command of the Armed Forces) reports. The purpose of 
these measures to act as a deterrent, will not be achieved, if those taking 
part in enemy "Comaando Operations" would not learn that certain death and 
not safe imprisonment awaits them, As the saboteurs arc to be annihilated 
immediately, unless their statements are first needed for military reasons, 
it is necessary that not only all members of the Armed Forces rust receive 
instructions that these types of scboteurs, even if they are in uniform, 
are to be annihilated, but also all departments of the home staff, dealing 
with this kind of question, mst be informed of the course of action which 
has been ordered, 


Practical difficulties may develop becruse of the definition of the 
term "sabotage units". The annihilation instructions, according to 
figure 5 of the Fuchrer order of October 18, 1942. do not apply to troops 
participating in large scale landing operations and large scale air borne 
operationse The criterion is to be found in that in the latter case an open 
battle takes place, whereas, for instance, 10 or more people who land by sea 
or air or drop by parachute not to fight an open battle but to destroy either 
a factory, & bridge or a railway installation, would fall into the category 
of those who must be annihilated,

It is to be assumed that Security IIIis acquainted with the Fuehrer

"Furthermore I propose reinforcing the ship-yard working parties by 
prisoners from the concentration camps and as a special measure for 
relieving the presert shortage of copper-smiths, especially in U-boat 
construction, I propose to divert copper-smiths from the construction 
of locomotives - (which has been reduced) to shipbuilding," 


Translator's note - the next paragraph gives further measures for improving 
the situation, and the document continues - 


"A question of particular importance is the sabotage in the Danish and 
Norwegian ship-yards. For political reasons, sharp decisive action 
against this pest has not yet been taken, \hile the output of the 
Scandinavian dockyard workers only amounts to 75% of German production, 
there is absolutely no sense in having ships built abroad, using up our 
costly material and our scanty foreign currency, if, for exemple, out 
of every eight new ships in Denmark at the present moment, seven are 
sunk through sabotage. 


The watch kept by military and security service sentries has, in spite 

of constant reinforcements, proved insufficient; above all, it has for 
so long not been thorough - e.g., the workers may not be searched for 
explosives on entering the shipyard. Measures for furtner action against 
saboteurs themselves are being introduced by the Security Police. 


Should these not achieve their purpose, I request that the necessity 
for a change in the line of policy adopted towards Denmark and Norway 
be considered, 


Since, elsewhere, measures for exacting atonement taken against whole 
working parties amongst whom sabotage occurred, have proved successful, 
and, for example, the shipyard sabotage in France was completely 
suppressed, possibly similar measures for the Scandinavian countries 
will come under consideration. By the employment of the working parties 
concerned (wholly or in part) as concentration camp workers, their 
output would not only be increased to 100%, but the cessation of their 
previously good wages might possibly result in their being considerably 
deterred from sabotage, since it is probably carried out by hostile 
agitators, but only done with the tacit acquiescence of the workers, 


There need no longer be grounds for anxiety regarding the disadvantages 
arising from strikes or the desertion of workers, if, due to sabotage 
continuing, the actual output of these workers is as low as at the 
present moment."
